A determined grandmother 
and mother who tracked 
down a hit-and-run driver 
who left their girl bleeding in 
the road are “elated” to see 
him punished. 

Chelsie Hayter, 13, was 
mown down as she crossed 
Tattenham Way, Tadworth, 
on her way home from the 
Beacon School at 3.15pm on 
May 15. 

She cut her elbow and 
skinned her back and arm. 

Her furious grandmother 
Christine and mother Jessica 
watched camera footage of 
the crash hundreds of times, 
drove around looking for the 
Ford Ranger pick-up truck 
the footage showed had 
hit Chelsie and spoke to 
witnesses. 

A driver came forward with 
the footage, taken from their 
car’s dashboard, after Chris¬ 
tine appealed for information 
in the Epsom Guardian in 
May. 

And the duo said premoni¬ 
tions even played a role in the 
vehicle being found and its 
driver, Daniel Baker, being 
caught. 

This week, Baker, 27, of 
Rosebery Road, Epsom, 
pleaded guilty to failing to 
stop, failing to report the 
traffic accident and driving 
without due care and 
attention in court. 

He was given a 16-week sus¬ 
pended custodial sentence, 
was disqualified from driving 
for four months and ordered 
to do 180 hours of community 
work. He was also ordered to 
pay £87 in costs and an £80 
victim surcharge. 

Prosecutor Carole Fern 
said Baker had hit Chelsie 
after pulling out of a queue of 
traffic in an attempt to beat 
traffic lights. 

Christine said: “It was a lot

of hard work on our part. 

“It was our persistence that 
caught him in the end. 

“It put us through absolute 
hell. We have had to be a fam¬ 
ily and fight.” 

Before the hit-and-run, the 
grandmother said she had a 
premonition something bad 
would happen to Chelsie. 

A month after the drive-off, 
Jessica said she had a dream 
she would see the pick-up 
truck and opened her cur¬ 
tains at home to find it 
parked outside on Friday, 
June 13. 

The family said police dis¬ 
missed this information. 

But another month later, 
Christine said she had a 
strong feeling she should 
drive home - and saw the 
pick-up truck on the way. 

After taking photos of it 
and comparing it to the cam¬ 
era footage, Christine said: 
“We knew when we watched 
it frame by frame, we had def¬ 
initely got him.” 

The family used a magnify¬ 
ing glass to examine details 
such as the shape of the writ¬ 
ing on the truck. 

Baker later confessed to the 
police. 

He told the court: “It is the 
biggest mistake I have ever 
made. I’m so sorry. There is 
no excuse.” 

Christine said she felt Sur¬ 
rey Police were “dragging 
their heels all the time” with 
the investigation.

Gretta Dempsie, mother of 
disabled Lauren, told the 
Epsom Guardian she was ap¬ 
palled when she, her husband 
and daughter were turned 
away from Cafe Crepes, in 
Epsom High Street, because of 
her daughter’s wheelchair. 


Although Mrs Giffard said 
her shop is too narrow for 
wheelchairs and that she is 
not bothered about the criti¬ 
cism she receives from cus¬ 
tomers about her manner, the 
article has led to an outpour¬ 
ing of opinion. 

A few readers who have 
commented on the story said 
they were shocked to read so 
many complaints about Mrs 
Giffard as she had been 
friendly to them, while many 
said they had similar experi¬ 
ences with the cafe owner as 
Mrs Dempsie.

But a police spokesman 
said the investigation was 
“thorough”, they appealed 
for witnesses and spent “sig¬ 
nificant time” tracing vehi¬ 
cles reportedly involved. 

He said: “Officers kept in 
regular contact with the vic¬ 
tim and her family.

thank the family and public 
for their help.” 

Christine said the police 
have asked her if she has con¬ 
sidered becoming a special 
police constable, but the 
family want to move forward. 

She added: “It does prove if 
you have got a hunch about 
something, you have got to 
follow it up. It has been an 
experience.”

Epsom is to set the wheels in 
motion to establish an inde¬ 
pendent company tasked 
with improving the town 
centre, while continuing its 
hunt for a new business de¬ 
velopment manager (BDM). 

Adam Worley, Epsom’s 
first BDM, quit the £43,000-a- 
year role, after 12 months, in 
August. The position was 
paid for by Epsom Council 
and match-funded by the 
Ashley Centre on a 50:50 
basis. 

Epsom town Residents’ As¬ 
sociation Councillor Neil 
Dallen said perceptions of 
the independence of the role 
had dogged Mr Worley and 
that Epsom Council is still in 
discussions about the post’s 
future management. 

He said it is hoped a succes¬ 
sor will be in place by early 
next year, on another year’s 
contract funded by the coun¬ 
cil and the Ashley Centre. 

But, he said that, in the 
longer-term, Epsom will also 
start the process of estab¬ 
lishing a Business Improve¬ 
ment District (Bid) which 
will eventually take over the 
employment and manage¬ 
ment of Epsom’s BDM. 

A Bid is a scheme to im¬ 
prove an area, funded by its 
businesses, and involves es¬ 
tablishing an independent 
company through which pro¬ 
jects can be driven. 

In the meantime, although 
the Ashley Centre said “no 
sale” of its leasehold has 
yet taken place, Coun 
Dallen said “encouraging”

discussions are being had by 
the council, with the would- 
be new owners, about con¬ 
tinued funding for the BDM 
role. 

Coun Dallen said: “How we 
manage a new BDM is still 
being debated. We don’t 
want them to be seen as a 
council officer. 

“Unfortunately some peo¬ 
ple saw Adam as that be¬ 
cause he was employed and 
paid by us. 

“Because of the percep¬ 
tion, Adam was constrained 
which must have been very 
frustrating for him.” 

Coun Dallen said establish¬ 
ing a Bid “takes time and 
money”, but is necessary. 

He said: “Epsom is one of 
the few towns which doesn’t 
have one. 


“Someone needs to sell 
Epsom. And we need the Bid 
and the structure behind the 
Bid in place to do that.” 

When asked whether hav¬ 
ing a Bid managing the BDM 
role would increase the lat¬ 
ter’s independence, Coun 
Dallen added: “I think it’s al¬ 
ways been independent, 
but this will secure the 
perception of it being 
independent.” 

But Liberal Democrat 
Epsom Councillor Julie Mor¬ 
ris said the BDM should be a 
part-time role funded solely 
by the council. 

She said: “The danger with 
any sort of Bid is you might 
not get it. The problem is 
more urgent than that. 

“The BDM could take a 
more holistic approach if 


they were independent from 
the Ashley Centre. 

“Epsom town is more im¬ 
portant than just the Ashley 
Centre.” 

Labour Epsom Councillor 
Dan Stevens added: “It 
makes sense to have some¬ 
one acting independently 
from the council and the 
Ashley Centre.” 

When asked about ru¬ 
mours that four people are 
being recruited for the BDM 
role, an Epsom Council 
spokesman said: “High level 
discussions with a number 
of stakeholders are ongoing 
about the future of this role. 
It is too early to say how 
these will resolve. 

“As this is the case it is im¬ 
possible that anyone ‘is in 
the frame’.” 
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Still fighting to get into Zone 6 
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Epsom’s MP has vowed 
to continue fighting to 
get the market town into 
Zone 6 when the Oyster 
Card is introduced at its 
station next year. 

Chris Grayling an¬ 
nounced last month that 
the agreement to bring 
Epsom into a London 
zone via the Oyster Card 
had been written into 
the new franchise agree¬ 
ment to run the station 
from July next year, but 
he was not sure whether 
Epsom would become 
part of Zone 7 or Zone 
6 . 

Mr Grayling has been 
campaigning for Zone 6, 
alongside the Epsom 
Guardian, which 

launched its Zone 6 for 


Epsom campaign in 
2012. 

He said: “I am going to 
continue the campaign 


for Zone 6, but the 
Oyster Card is a big 
step. 

“I am due to have a 
meeting with the De¬ 
partment for Transport 
in due course and have 
the conversation about 
Zone 6. 

“The change would 
bring a fare cut for peo¬ 
ple in Epsom, which 
costs money.” 

Mr Grayling said Zone 
7 has not been presented 
as a preferred option to 
him. 

He added: “Where the 
Oyster Card has come 
out beyond the bound¬ 
aries of London zones, 
up until now, it has 
sometimes been in Zone 
7.”

Man admits threatening 
to kill neighbour in row

A convicted thief who was so 
angry about his girlfriend’s 
mother being evicted from 
her flat he threatened to 
kill her neighbour has plead¬ 
ed guilty to his actions in 
court. 

Adrian Robertson, 40, ad¬ 
mitted, at Kingston Crown 
Court last Thursday, to mak¬ 
ing threats to kill Jackie 
Rossiter and damaging her 
door at Edinburgh Court, at 
Raynes Park, in June last 
year. 

His partner, Rebecca Mills, 
32, of Lincoln Walk, Epsom, 
also admitted the charges in 
a previous court hearing, as 
well as a charge of racial 
provocation to violence. 

The couple have previously 
served prison time for steal¬ 
ing an 81-year-old’s handbag 
while she took communion in 
a Tolworth church. 

The pair targeted Ms 
Rossiter, who had lived below 
Mills’ mother in Edinburgh 
Court, at 10pm last June 23. 


Prosecutor Alastair 
Smith said Mills’ 
mother had been 
evicted due to a 
“history of prob¬ 
lems” with Ms 
Rossiter. 

On the night, Ms 
Rossiter heard loud 
music and banging, 
opened her door 
and saw Mills and 
Robertson. 

Mr Smith said: “She 
[Rossiter] said words to the 
effect of keep the noise down. 
My children are in bed.” 

He said the couple then 
started banging on her door 
and made the threats to kill. 

Mr Smith said Robertson 
told the woman: “I’m going to 
kill you, and if I don’t kill 
you, I’m going to kill your 
children.” 

The barrister told the court 
that Mills shouted violent, 
racial abuse and said: “You 
got my mum kicked out. I’m 
going to have you.” 

They left when police were 
called and were later 
arrested. 

Robertson, who used to live 
in Mole Court, Ewell, and

now lives in Guildford, 
was told by Judge 
Michael 

Hopmeier that it is 
likely he will go to 
prison for the 
crimes. He was 
granted bail until 
his sentencing. 
Robertson was sen¬ 
tenced to five months 
in jail in March for 
stealing an elderly 
woman’s handbag at 
Lady Immaculate 


church in Ewell Road, Tol¬ 


worth, on January 19. 

Mills was sentenced to eight 
weeks in jail for her part in 
the same incident. 

In 2009, Robertson was 
jailed for two-and-a-half 
years for robbing a partially 
sighted musician in Epsom. 

Mills and Robertson are 
both due be sentenced for 
making threats to kill and 
causing criminal damage on 
Friday, October 24. 

Mills will also be sentenced 
for racial provocation of 
violence. 


MP defends human rights reform

Makeover for care

Controversial plans for a care 
home have been given a 
makeover and submitted to 
Epsom Council for a second 
time. 

Developer the Goodman 
Group has put forward a re¬ 
vised planning application 
for a care home with 150 
rooms on Nescot College’s 
land in Reigate Road, Ewell. 

The developer is also ap¬ 
pealing to the Planning In¬ 
spectorate after the council 
rejected its original plans as 
“overbearing” with insuffi¬ 
cient parking and affordable 
rooms. 

But opponents remain con¬ 
cerned over traffic and park¬ 
ing issues and the loss of 
green space. 

Simon Webster, managing 
director of the Goodman 
Group, said: “We have lis¬ 
tened to the community and 
you did not like some ele¬ 
ments of our first proposal. 
We have taken time to re¬ 
think and re-plan. 

“The result is a building 



with a reduced volume, set 
further back from the edge of 
the site fronting Reigate Road 
and Ewell Bypass. 

“We have included more 
landscaping, with larger 
semi-mature trees to be 
planted at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity and a more domestic 
feel to the building.” 

In June, Nescot College 


li 


received planning permis¬ 
sion for 91 homes on the rest 
of the 14-acre site. It plans to 
sell the land for the housing 
development to fund renova¬ 
tions to its campus. 

Given the adjacent residen¬ 
tial development, Mr Webster 
said: “Analysis of car 


plan 

parking on the whole site 
concludes there will be no 
reason to park off-site.” 

The college site is currently 
used to care for farm 
animals. 

Lindy Seymour, who lives 
in Reigate Road, opposite the 
site, said she could not see a 
“great deal of difference” in 
what is now being proposed. 

She said: “I regard it as a 
monstrosity that will domi¬ 
nate that whole corner. 

“It’s out of keeping with the 
general area and the whole 
complex is just too big.” 

Brian Angus, chairman of 
Ewell Village Residents’ As¬ 
sociation, added: “What they 
have done is reduce the bulk 
of the building. 

“But I suspect they have not 
reduced the capacity of the 
building and the number of 
vehicle movements and other 
aspects that will put strains 
on that corner.”

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Real estate company denies misleading buyers 

‘No promises’ on 
greenbelt plots

A Dubai-based international 
real estate agency has hit 
back at claims it misled buy¬ 
ers about the development po¬ 
tential of plots of greenbelt 
land it has sold in Epsom 
Downs. 

Last week, a spokesman for 
Kings Land Global contacted 
the Epsom Guardian to deny 
accusations it has been mar¬ 
keting plots, off Downsway 
Close in Epsom Downs, which 
it has called the Epsom Hills, 
to customers with the guaran¬ 
tee of development potential. 

This newspaper was con¬ 
tacted by residents in March 
who said they were astounded 
to see the land for sale be¬ 
cause it lies within the green¬ 
belt and has no realistic 
chance of acquiring planning 
permission in the future. 

Reigate and Banstead Coun¬ 
cil said it had “warned the 
public about this sort of sale” 
and served an article 4 direc¬ 
tion aimed at stopping the site 
being fenced off into plots.

But the Kings Land 
spokesman said: “We know 
the land is in the greenbelt 
and we make it clear to the 
people who buy it. 

“We bought the land from a 
private owner some time ago. 
We sell to people purely 
speculatively for long-term 
investment. 

“That means we are selling 
land within an area which is 
already developed and at 
some stage in the future this 
land may fall into a change of 
use. But there is no short¬ 
term plan in place to do any¬ 
thing with the site. 

“It is in the greenbelt so any 
future planning applications 
would take a long time. 

“It is purely speculative. 


There are no promises. There 
is nothing in the contracts 
which bind us to guarantee 
any change of use on that 
land.” 

He said he can understand 
concerns of residents and 
“Nimbys” but added: “We 
wouldn’t be silly enough to 
market it as residential devel¬ 
opment land.” 

The spokesman refused to 
disclose how much the plots 
have been selling for, but said 
“pretty much” all of them 
have now been bought. 

On its website, Kings Land 
states: “Although investment 
plots for sale never come with 
guaranteed planning permis¬ 
sion, Kings Land only sells 
land in highly targeted areas 
that land specialists have 
deemed as having strong de¬ 
velopment potential. 

“Even without planning 
permission, land in such 
areas is a highly desirable 
commodity and as more and 
more people realise the poten¬ 
tial windfall they would re¬ 
ceive if planning permission 
was granted the demand for 
land plots increases, as does 
their value.” 



Fire engine move delayed until November 


Plans to move one of Epsom’s 
fire engines to Banstead have 
been delayed until next 
month. 

One of Epsom’s two engines 
had been scheduled to move to 
the police station, turned tem¬ 
porary fire station, in 
Banstead High Street, towards 
the end of September. 

But Epsom fire station man¬ 
ager Mark Barrett said the re¬ 
location has now been pushed 
back until mid-November due 


to the “logistics of getting the 
building work done”. 

The permanent move of the 
fire engine to Banstead is de¬ 
signed to improve fire cover in 
the area. 

The police station will only 
be a temporary site for the en¬ 
gine and half of Epsom’s fire¬ 
fighters will move there. 

There have been discussions 
over possibly sharing the 
South East Coast Ambulance 
premises in the Horseshoe as 


a permanent location. 

A Surrey Fire and Rescue 
Service spokeswoman at¬ 
tributed the delay to “contrac¬ 
tual and time frame issues” 
and said a newly-built fire en¬ 
gine garage at the police sta¬ 
tion was already in use - 
something one Epsom fire¬ 
fighter said was not true. 

Another firefighter said: 
“Epsom has a reasonably high 
population and it is detrimen¬ 
tal to have reduced fire cover.”

The grandparents of a young 
mum who has been missing for 
three weeks have appealed for 
her to return and see her 
daughter. 

Rosalind “Rosie” Evans, 21, 
has been missing since Wednes¬ 
day, September 17, after walk¬ 
ing out of Epsom Hospital. 

She has been without her med¬ 
ication since going missing. 

Miss Evans’ one-year-old 
daughter was taken into care in 
February and she was told on 
June 30 that she would not be 
getting her back. 

She had been in hospital, since 
August 5, after her health dete¬ 
riorated following the news she 
would not get her baby back. 

Her grandfather believes she 
left the hospital because she 
was unhappy with the situation. 

Her grandparents, Michael 
and Ann Lee, both in their 70s 
and retired, of Bridge Street, 
Walton, have appealed for her to 
get in touch. 

Mr Lee, who last saw Miss 
Evans two weeks before she 
went missing, said in a message 
to her: “Rosie, I can make ar¬ 
rangements for you to see [your

daughter] if you make contact.” 

Mrs Lee, a former teacher, de¬ 
scribed her as “a very, very 
pretty girl, with a very bubbly 
personality and tiny in height”. 
Mr Lee said that his 


granddaughter, from Walton, 
has been sighted in Tottenham, 
Moorgate and in Kingston, 
since her sudden disappear¬ 
ance. She is about 5ft, white, of 
medium build, with blue eyes, 
and auburn hair that had been 
bleached blonde a few days be¬ 
fore she went missing. 

She was last seen wearing a 
navy blue tank top, leggings, 
with a lacy top, pink trainers, a 
navy-coloured hooded top and 
carrying a sparkly shoulder 
bag. 

PC Hope Jootna said: “Since 
first asking for the public’s help 
we have had many calls of pos¬ 
sible sightings, which we have 
not been able to confirm. 

“We are very grateful for the 
response we have received so 
far and I would urge the public 
to please remain vigilant to help 
us find Rosalind, particularly 
when on buses and trains as we 
believe this might be how she is 
travelling around. 

“As she has been without her 
medication for some time now 
we continue to be concerned 
about her welfare and 
vulnerability.”

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Woman credits her long 
life to V2 rocket energy

A centenarian credits her en¬ 
ergy for life to an exploding 
V2 rocket - shrapnel from 
which has remained in her 
body since World War II. 

Dorothy Joan Dracass, 
known as Joan, marked her 
100th birthday last month, on 
September 19, with a party at 
her home in Greenwood 
Court, Epsom. 

Mother to Rosemary West- 
cott, 67, a manager at Epsom 
and St Helier Hospital Trust, 
and John Dracass, 70, a re¬ 
tired GP, Mrs Dracass was 
born just after the start of 
World War I, during which 
her father served in the Royal 


Flying Corps. 

She attended Sydenham 
Girls’ School in South Lon¬ 
don, and started work in the 
post office savings bank at 
the age of 18. 

Dr Dracass said: “Like 
many of her generation, she 
has seen huge changes in so¬ 
ciety and technology during 
her lifetime, and has experi¬ 
enced two world wars.” 

She met her husband, 
William Dracass, at dancing 
lessons. Their engagement 
holiday in Devon was inter¬ 
rupted by the outbreak of 
World War II, but they mar¬ 
ried a year later, in 1940. 

Dr Dracass said: “She expe¬ 
rienced the Blitz firsthand, 
often making her way to 
work through London’s 
burning streets. 


“In 1943, she had her first 
child - mother and baby nar¬ 
rowly escaping death from 
both a doodlebug and a V2 
ballistic missile. 

“The former blew in the 
front door of her flat. 

“The latter landed so close¬ 
ly, as she pushed her son’s 
pram on Blackheath, she was 
showered with shrapnel, 
most of which remains in her 
body, and was rendered stone 
deaf in her left ear. It was a 
miracle escape.” 

After the war, while pregn- 
nant with her second child, 
Mrs Dracass was widowed 
after only six years of 
marriage. 

“Devastated, but unde¬ 
terred”, according to her son, 
she went back to work, in the 
civil service, where she 


stayed until retirement at 65, 
in 1979. 

Mrs Dracass moved to 
Epsom from south-east 
London in 2003 to be closer to 
her daughter. 

Dr Dracass added: “The re¬ 
silience and determination 
she has shown throughout 
the many adversities of her 
life have undoubtedly played 
a part in her reaching her 
century. 

“She has six grandchildren 
and nine great-grandchil¬ 
dren, all of whom love her 
dearly. 

“Still living independently, 
with the help of carers, she 
puts her longevity down to 
the energy she absorbed from 
the exploding V2 rocket. 
That, and hard work all her 
life.” 


Gift carried home through the fog of war

A man who was not only res¬ 
cued from Dunkirk, but man¬ 
aged to bring home a 
wristwatch for his future 
wife has celebrated his 95th 
birthday. 

Stuart Runnalls, who ser¬ 
viced military vehicles dur¬ 
ing World War II, turned 95 at 
Kingswood Court care home 
in Warren Lodge Drive, 
Kingswood, last month, on 
September 4. 

Just before the Battle of 
Dunkirk, Mr Runnalls said 
his unit were tasked with 
building concrete guard 
posts, known as pillboxes, but 
were forced to retreat and 
used their tipper trucks to 
transport retreating foot 
soldiers. 

He said: “I bought a wrist- 
watch for my girlfriend from 
one of the shops in Dunkirk 
before it closed. Everything 
started shutting down then. 
The power supply and water 


were cut off.” 

Mr Runnalls went for sever¬ 
al days without food or sleep 
and stayed on a beach where 
bombs sank into the “very 
fine” sand without exploding. 

He finally boarded a naval 


vessel from a jetty - one of 
the thousands of boats that 
flocked to Dunkirk and res¬ 
cued more than 300,000 
troops from the shore. Win¬ 
ston Churchill described the 
evacuation as “a miracle”. 


Mr Runnalls said: “All we 
wanted to do was sleep. It was 
dark by the time I got back to 
Dunkirk. I saw the queues, 
but I didn’t see any small 
boats. I must have got away 
quite early. 

“I didn’t want to queue in 
the sea because I had this 
wristwatch. I got it home, 
gave it to my girlfriend and 
married her.” 

He rose to the rank of 
sergeant in the Royal Army 
Service Corps by the end of 
the war and back home he 
ran Banstead Motors and 
Runnalls Engineers. 

His wife of 67 years, Joan, 
died five years ago at 
Kingswood Court care home. 
They had two sons and lived 
in Great Tattenhams, 
Banstead. 

Ironically, he said the wrist¬ 
watch never worked very 
well, adding: “It never was 
very successful.”

daunting because I thought 
people were going to look at 
me as some kid that’s shown 
up to meetings and doesn’t 
have anything to contribute. 

“But everyone has wel¬ 
comed me with open arms. If 
you’re not the most confident 
of people or do not know 
anything about what the 
council does, it is a learning 
process. It’s a shame the 
chamber is 100 per cent white, 
largely male and the average 


age is 61.” 

Epsom Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion Councillor Eber Kington 
stood for election while bring¬ 
ing up two young children 27 
years ago. 

The retired assistant head¬ 
teacher said: “It’s stimulating, 
exciting and sometimes frus¬ 
trating. You do it because you 
want to make a difference.” 

Coun Kington said lack of 
diversity in local politics is a 
national issue and Epsom 


Council actually does quite 
well in terms of promoting 
women. 

But he added: “I would like it 
to be what the local communi¬ 
ty wants it to be.

A young criminal barrister-in- 
the-making wants to make use 
of his advocacy skills by stand¬ 
ing as a councillor in next year’s 
borough elections. 

Alex Cisneros, 23, from Epsom, 
is putting himself forward as a 
Labour candidate in Woodcote 
ward in Epsom and Ewell. 

If elected, the trainee barrister 
and human rights activist, plans 
to work as a lawyer while under¬ 
taking his council duties. 

He said: “I spent so much 
money on these skills that have 
given me an ability to represent 
people. The reason I went to the 
bar is because I want to help 
people and it made sense to look 
back on where I live and use 
these skills and contacts to help 
those people too.” 

Mr Cisneros said he supported 
a protest by members of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Probation

regards to the changes he has 
introduced to the justice system 
- particularly his cuts to crimi¬ 
nal legal aid. 

He said: “When I saw the pro¬ 
bation workers were to protest I 
was supportive. 

“I took part in the protest 
in London against legal aid 
cuts. 

“There seems to be a pattern 
of everyone in the justice system 
getting upset, the people who 
are working in it, day in day out, 
who don’t feel they are being lis¬ 
tened to. You get a real feeling of 
frustration.” 

The Government plans to re¬ 
duce the fees paid by the taxpay¬ 
er to criminal solicitors and 
barristers to represent defen¬ 
dants, and decrease the number 
of duty solicitor contracts at po¬ 
lice stations and courts. 

The thresholds required to 
qualify for legal aid have also 
been changed. 

Mr Cisneros said: “The top 
people I studied with have decid¬ 
ed they don’t want to become 
criminal barristers, which is sad. 

“I wanted to become a crimi¬ 
nal barrister to help people who 
are at their most vulnerable. 

“Blocking off that career to so 
many people will lead to its 
diminishment.”

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New diabetes service

An innovative new diabetes ser¬ 
vice aimed at tackling the condi¬ 
tion through greater support for 
patients in the community is to 
be launched in November. 

Surrey Downs Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (SDCCG), 
which is responsible for buying 
healthcare for people living in 
areas including Ashtead, Esher, 
Epsom, Ewell, Banstead and 
Mole Valley, has said the new 
service will enable patients to re¬ 
ceive specialist treatments closer 
to home, within their own GP 
practices as well as at centres in 
Epsom, Leatherhead, Dorking 
and Molesey. 

The roll-out of the new service 
will not affect the acute special¬ 
ist diabetes care currently of¬ 
fered by clinics such as the John 
Kilner Diabetic Unit at Epsom 
Hospital. 

But it means those patients, 
who do not need acute care for

their conditions, but have been 
going into hospital as there has 
been no alternative, will now 
receive specialist care in the 
community. 

The new service will be run by 
Kingston Hospital NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust in collaboration with 
CSH Surrey, South West London 
and St George’s Mental Health 
NHS Trust, and GPs. 

It was developed after consulta¬ 
tion with diabetes patients and 
GPs, 75 per cent of whom said 


the roll-out of multi-disciplinary 
community teams was a high 
priority. 

Dr Mark Spring, consultant 
lead for diabetes at Kingston 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust, 
said the new service will save 
money in the long-term as fewer 
patients will suffer “avoidable 
complications”. 

He said: “Many cases of acute 
diabetic crisis and more com¬ 
monly chronic debilitating com¬ 
plications could be avoided with 
better levels of care and educa¬ 
tion in the community.” 

A spokeswoman for Epsom and 
St Helier Hospitals Trust said 
both hospitals will continue to 
run acute care for diabetic pa¬ 
tients “whose condition requires 
a greater level of treatment than 
local community teams can 
provide”. 

• Dr Spring will be speaking at 
a meeting discussing how the 
new services will affect residents 
on Wednesday, October 15, from 
7.30pm to 9.30pm, at Epsom 
Methodist Church Hall, in Ash¬ 
ley Road, Epsom.

The chief executive of a leading 
children’s charity is “looking 
under the bonnet” to see how it 
can ambitiously expand to help 
even more youngsters with 
brain injuries. 

Dalton Leong, from Epsom, 
took over as the boss of the Chil¬ 
dren’s Trust (TCT), in Tad- 
worth, in April 2013, after 21 
years in banking and financial 
services, in the corporate and 
retail sectors, training and pro¬ 
ject management. As well as 
being a founding trustee of the 
Shooting Stars Children’s Hos¬ 
pice, Mr Leong was managing 
director of charities and com¬ 
munities at commercial radio 
group Global. 

Mr Leong said he brings a 
“commercial brain and a chari¬ 
table heart” to his role at TCT. 

He said: “When I took over, the 
charity was already in a really 
good place. I am proud of how 
far we have gotten. 

“We are now thinking about 
how to implement a fundamen¬ 
tal step-change through our ex¬ 
pansion plans. 

“I have always had a charita¬ 
ble heart - the idea of giving 
back and being inspired by peo¬ 
ple I work with. 

“The spirit and strength of the 
children and families is really 
inspirational and always helps 
me as a person because it puts 
so much into perspective.” 

Last month, TCT launched a 
three-year strategy it hopes will 
enable it to reach 2,500 children 
living with brain injury across 
the UK every year by 2017. 

This will involve it redevelop¬ 
ing its Tadworth Court base and 
increasing the number of NHS 
partnerships it has and placing 
more of its specialists in com¬ 
munities across the country. 

To achieve the expansion, TCT

will need to raise £10m a year by 
2017, on top of the annual £19m 
statutory funding it receives. 

Admitting it will be a chal¬ 
lenge, Mr Leong said he is 
looking thoroughly at how 
the charity can fundraise 
effectively. 

He said: “Sometimes less is 
more. I am looking under the 
bonnet to ensure we have quali¬ 
ty rather than quantity. 

“We want to raise money, but 
we want to raise our profits.” 


He added: “I feel like I joined a 
sleeping giant. 

“People have traditionally 
seen us as a small regional 
charity. 

“I want to maintain that, but 
we need to pack a bigger punch 
on a national basis. 

“Brain injury is a journey for 
life. I would be wrong not to 
have at the heart of our objec¬ 
tives to support as many chil¬ 
dren with brain injury as we 
can.”

MP sacrificing human rights 


If Chris Grayling gets his way 
and we walk away from the Euro¬ 
pean Convention on Human 
Rights and its associated court, 
the electorate of Epsom and 
Ewell will at least have some¬ 
thing in common with the people 
of Belarus, the only other coun¬ 
try in Europe not to be signed up 
to the declaration, a country with 
a woeful record of suppressing 
dissent and trampling on basic 
human rights. 

Is it something well thought 
through? Well, the few members 
of the Conservative Party left 
with some sense of morals, a be¬ 
lief in freedom and basic human 
rights would certainly suggest it 
is not. 

Dominic Grieve, ex-Attorney 


General: “The paper just pro¬ 
duced by my colleague Chris 
Grayling includes in it a number 
of howlers, which are simply fac¬ 
tually inaccurate.” 

Kenneth Clarke, Chris 
Grayling’s predecessor as Justice 
Secretary, denounced the plans 
as “bewildering” and said the 
court was “one of the fundamen¬ 
tal underlying principles of liber¬ 
al democratic values across the 
whole continent”. 

Is Mr Grayling so petrified of 
his electoral position and that of 
the Tory Party by the UKIP chal¬ 
lenge that he puts forward this 
proposal? 

What part of the convention 
does he not believe in? I think it 
is one word, “European”, 


although actually it has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the Euro¬ 
pean Union. 

If this convention was called by 
some other name would he be 
less scared of it? 

You cannot care about the 
human rights of British citizens 
and then pull out of the system 
that protects them. 

The rights enshrined in the act 
have been used to protect minori¬ 
ties, protect the poor and bring 
the state to account across a wide 
range of areas including home 
affairs, education and children’s 
rights, health, local government 
and foreign affairs. 

Judgements have not been 
about imposing Brussels’ view 
on the UK, but about ensuring 


that basic human rights, access 
to justice and fairness are up¬ 
held. Not Bela-Epsom, not Bela- 
Ewell, not in my name and I do 
not believe in the name of the 
vast majority of the fair-minded, 
reasonable electors of Epsom 
and Ewell who believe in free¬ 
dom and justice.
